Leavenworth, Kan., June IO.— Carrie 
Nation, the Kansas saloon smasher, 
died here. 
Paresis was the cause of 
death. 
For several months Mrs. Na­ 
tion had been in poor health and on 
Jan. 22 she entered tho local sanitari­ 
um in which she died, hoping there 
to recover from a nervous breakdown. , 
Mrs. ('arrie Nation was born in Ken­ 
tucky in I s ic,. 
Her maiden name was 
Carrie Moore and as a girl, it is said, 
she was absolutely fearless. 
In lier 
early life she married a man addicted 
to intoxicants, which created in her ; 
an 
intense aversion 
to 
the saloon. 
When he died she determined to de­ 
vote her life to tile suppression of the 
liquor traffic. 
Later she moved to Kansas and mar- ! 
ried David Nation, who sympathized 
with her temperance principles. 
Mrs. Nation’s first saloon smashing 
was done in the barroom of the Carey 
hotel at Wichita, Dec. 27, HIHO. 
She 
was arrested and remained in jail sev- J 
erat days before she was released on 
bond. 
In the next three months Mrs. Na­ 
tion surprised the “jointists" in vari­ 
ous Kansas towns, appearing unher­ 
alded and leaving a trail of ruined 
barroom fixtures wherever she went. 
Many “jointists” became terror strick­ 
en when the militant temperance ad­ 
vocate appeared in their neighborhood 
and locked their places and tied be­ 
fore the hatchet could get into action. 
Remarkably few of the saloon men 
used violence in resisting Mrs. Nation, 
although she was assaulted and badly 
hurt while wrecking a joint at Enter­ 
prise, Ran. 
Erratic as her life has been Mrs. J 
Nation was responsible for the great­ 
est temperance awakening in Kansas.

Grand Jury

At ten o’clock this morning Maik.i 
faced Judge J. H. Warner in the mu­ 
nicipal court and through his attor­ 
ney. G. S. Swanson, waived examina­ 
tion and the court ordered that he he 
committed to the county jail to await 
the action of the grand jury at tile 
present term of the district court now 
in session. 
At that same hour, ten o clock, a 
sad little funeral procession but two 
blocks away, wound its way to the 
cemetery and the crushed and broken 
remains of little Earl Edmund Reilly 
were taken to the grave. 
The municipal court 
room 
was 
crowded 
with 
spectators. 
Every 
seat was taken. 
People stood in the 
aisles and on the steps and even oc­ 
cupied seats in the jury box. 
Maika with his hands handcuffed 
in gleaming steel, kept his face aver­ 
ted from the spectators and had his 
eyes half closed as he studied the 
floor. 
Near by sat Chief of Police 
Ridley, Sheriff Reid and Deputy Sher­ 
iff Winters. 
Of all that crowd no 
one spoke to him except his attorney 
and Mat Santi, of Southeast Brain­ 
erd. 
Maika was dressed in black clothes, 
wore a striped cotton shirt which had 
no collar. 
His hair was unbrushed 
and his eyes had a most furtive ex­ 
pression. 
He has a small mustache, 
and his face on the left side reveals 
a long scar. 
He seemed nervous and 
kept twitching his handcuffed hands 
and working the muscles in his jaw 
and temples. 
When tile judge ordered Maika 
back to the county jail Hie officers 
told him to come along. 
He looked 
at the big crowd and as he under­ 
stands very little English he prob­ 
ably thought lie was to pay the pen­ 
alty for the crime at that very mo­ 
ment. 
He ground down his heels 
and refused to move from his seat on 
the prisoner’s bench. 
All three officers grabbed him and 
it took considerable shoving and pul­ 
ling to get him from his seat and out 
of the court room.

lowed him to the jail where it was 
dispersed by Deputy Sheriff Winters. 
He was put hack in his cell and re­ 
mained perfectly quiet.
